Gotting Moving Pictures of Tigers ts 
an Eciting Businpss. 
Photographing the tiger in his na 
tive jungle must be an exciting sport, 


{judging from the accounts of Cherry 


Kearton, wha has just returned to 
London after visiting India and Bor. 
neo..Mr..Kearton gives tho following 
avcount of how he einematographed a 
latre tiger. 

“It took me twenty days before I 
could fin. the tiger, though tiger. spoor 
was genie The tiger I go} had 
seized a bullock by the nose and had 
dragged him on all fours ‘into dénse 
jungle, forming a tunnel! By doing so, 

“LT. went oi my hands and knees 
along part of this tunnel, and Jound 
ese. of the legs of the bullock newly 
eaten: 

“So I returned and arranged a drive 
with 400 men, cleared a space in the, 
jungle fifleen—yards—avide--where—the 
tiger was to be driven, put up a thin 
leaf sereen.to hide rhe from the beast 
and waited on the-ground—not up a 
tree—for him. 

“EL had ne firea¥ms, but I had three 
Spearmen Tying on the ground heside 
me. Photographs taken from a tree 
would not give the true result, 

“T waited there for half an hour. T 
knew ‘that the tiger was approaching 
by the heaters, who were up trees, 
tapping like woodpeckers. The oth. 
ers were on the ground, making hid- 
eous sounds with every noisy thing 
Ley possessed. + 

“The tiger came down. the tannel 
and out into the open, and I phote- 
graphed him, Directly: he got halt 
Way across he gave vent to a number 
of most terrible coughs. 

“When he had gone the game rang- 
er, a native, who was on the ground 
beside me, got up and said, ‘That 
tiger is over eleven feet long, the 
si, tiger I have evér seen.’ 

“The natives wanted to kill the tig. 
er, since it was about to become’ a 
man cater; stealing village cattle is 
always the -sigti thet that is going 
to happen. .They could not understand 
why I only avanted to turn a handle at 
the animal.

., “I, six to eight feet up a tree, shout- 
ed, thinking he was going to bite 
through the man’s spinal column, The 
beast looked up at me, gave another 
of his great coughg, growled savagely 
at me, and then Sumped sideways 
and disappeared into the jungle.”

“ist” is represented. There are theé |, 


sophists, _ spiritists, hrenologists, 
psychologists, aplrituaties, tester. 
ists, And 80 on. Nearly every coun- 
try is represented, and there are a 
number of distinguished and. titled 
members, 

The world that is so pressing a 
reality in Regent street is looked up- 
on as a fantistic shadow, an ifitang- 
ible thing of no account, and the theo- 
sophists, spiritists, and all the others 
find the real world in two dark and 
creepy cellars, where strange shapes 
flit to and fro, where chairs and tables 
walk as if alive, and sounds grow. out 
of the darkness, There do the mem- 
bers of the club hold seances, and lis- 
ten in'the darkness to» mysterious 
voices, 

It is the only club in existence that 
sets apart its cellars for so other- 
wordly a purpose.

Aldus Manutiusx, who in‘ set up 
his office in Venice, has lohg been fa- 
mous as the first of the publishers of 
the famous Aldine ‘classics, which to- 
day are so highly prized by book col | 
lectors. He was the autbor of a Latin | 
grammar, a Greek dictionary and a) 
treatise on the metrical methods of the 
poet Borace and originated the form of 
type known by us as Italle and by 
Gérmau printers as “cursive” type. 

He fs also said to be responsible for 
the name of “printer's devil,” almost 
worldwide in. its application to the 
youngest boy in the office, A young
